2. CITATIGNS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-4. 30-34, 41-44 do not meet the criteria of PCT Article 33(2) and 33(3) because the prior art cited US 5,270,315 in the 
International Search Report discloses the en[q>loyment of the instant compounds in methods for treating virus such as HIV. 

Claims 1-5, 12-17. 20-21, 23-44 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over US 5,270,315, US 5,047.407, 
and Chu et al. 

US 5,270.315 discloses the employment of the instant compounds in methods for treating virus such as HIV. 

US 5,047.407 discloses that the confounds which are substantially structurally similar to the instant confounds, are useful in 
pharmaceutical composidons and methods in methods for treating virus such as HIV. 

Chu et al. discloses that the confounds which are substantially structurally similar to the instant compounds, are useful in 
pharmaceutical compositions and methods in methods for treating virus such as HIV. 

Claims 1-5. 12-17, 20-21. 23-44 meet the criteria of PCT Article 33(4) because the claimed methods for treating HIV infection in a 
patient have industrial applicability in the pharmaceutical art.
